braces states along the northern At-

as the southern region, with headquar- 
ters in Atlanta. 

Mr. Hadley, who entered the for- 
estry service here in 1919, .was brought 
hack from Arkansas, where he has 
been chief forester, and today he lands 
in San Juan, Puerto, Rico, to take 
over his new assignment. 

Mr. Hadley is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. 0. M. Hadley, of Decatur. His 


father is a meteorologist in the United 
States Weather Bureau in Atlanta. 

He studied forestry engineering at 
the University of Georgia, being grad- 
uated in 1919, He entered the govern- 
mént service immediately and has 
served since in New Mexico, Louisi- 
ana, Florida and Arkansas. During 
the life of the NRA he was a lumber 
code examiner, with headquarters in 
Arkansas. 

While studying at Athens he met 
Miss Julia Orr, daughter of Judge 
R. C. Orr. of the ordinary’s court of 
Athens. Miss Orr is now Mrs. Hadley 
and will join her husband in Puerto 
Rico soon. 

Puerto Rico's lumber resources are 
largely tropical hardwoods. The island 
is only about one-twenty-fifth the size 
of Georgia, but its population is equal 
to that of this state.

The bill to go before the senate to- 
morrow is much different from that 
which passed the house, although 
both would raise about the same 
amount of additional revenue—$250,- 
000,000, 

The finance committee schedules 
would levy higher surtaxes on in- 
dividual net incomes over $1,000,000, 
as against increases beginning at the 
$50,000 mark in the house bill. 

They also substitute higher estate 
taxes for the inheritance levies pro- 

sed by the President and adopted 
y the house; raise existing excess 
profits taxes but modifying those in 
the house draft; provide a wider 
range of graduated corporation in- 
come levies than approved in the oth- 
er branch; raise existing capital stork 
and personal holding company taxes, 
and levy a new tax on intercorporate 
dividends. 

The personal holding company tax- 
es, disclosed for the first time today 
with publication of the text of the 
revised bill, were raised, it was ex- 
plained, to guard against evasion -f 
the higher individual surtaxes. 

Prevent Law’s Provisions. 

The present law provides a surtax 
of 30 per cent on the undistributed 
adjusted net income of personal hold- 
ing companies up to $100,000, and 40 
per cent on all over $100,000, 

The new provision provides: 20 
per cent on all up ot $2,000; 30 per 
cent on the excess between $2,000 
and $100,000; 40 per cent on that 
between $100,000 and $500,000; 50 
per cent on that between $500,000 and 
$1,000,000 and 60 per. cent on the 
‘excess over $1,000,000. 

Personal holding companies are de- 
fined as those deriving 80 per cent 
of their income from dividends, inter- 
est, capital gains and royalties, and a 
majority of whose stock is held by 
not more than five persons, counting 
members of a family as one person. 

Tax experts said under present law, 
if such a company does not distribute 
income over $100,000, it pays the max- 
imum 40 per cent penalty tax and 
the corporation income tax of 133-4 
per cent, a total of 533-4 per cent. 
This is virtually comparable with the 
present maximum surtax rates of 59 
per cent, but still allows a differentia! 
of 51-4 per cent, enough to encourag- 
age organization of these companies. 

Under the new provision, the com- 
bined maximum holding company tax 
of 60 per cent and corporation in- 
come tax of 151-2 per cent would 
bring the tax to 751-2, exceeding the 
maximum individual surtax of 75 per 
cent.

Facing Senate Today 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(%)— 
Here is a review of the finance com- 
mittee tax bill which the senate will 
take up tomorrow, showing com- 
parisons with the house bill and exist- 


law: 
Individual Income Surtaxes. 

Senate bill: 60 per cent on taxable 
income between $1,000,000 and $1,- 
500,000, rising to 75 per cent ‘on that 
portion over $10,000,000. Present law 
stops graduating at $1,000,000, pro- 
viding flat maximum of 59 per cent 
on all over that. 

House bill: Starts higher levies at 
50,000 mark, with rates ranging from 
1 per cent on the first taxable $6,000 

over $50,000, compared with an exist- 
ing 30 per cent, to 75 per cent on the 
excess over $5,000,000. 

Estate Tax. 

Senate bill: 2 per cent on the first 
taxable $10,000, graduating up to 70

Present law ranges from 
1 to 60 per cent, the maximum ap- 
plying to that portion over $10,000,- 


House bill: Same as present law.

Inheritance Tax. 

Senate bill: None, as at present. 

House bill: 4 per cent on first 
taxable $10,000, rising to 75 per cent 
on taxable portion over $10,000,000. 
Exemption $50,000 for close of kin 
and $10,000 for others, Tax, to be 
paid by receivers of bequests, is super- 
imposed on present estate levies which 
are paid before an estate changes 
hands,

DEFENDED BY DAVIS 


Group Favoring Unrestricted 
Production Assailed in 
Miss. Address. 


STONEVILLE, Miss., Aug. 13.— 
()}—Assailing eritics of the federal 
farm program, Chester C. Davis, ag- 
ricultural adjustment act administra- 
tor, declared today that established 


principles of American agriculture 
“will not allow the millions of cot- 
ton farmers and the fertility of their 
soil to be sacrificed upon the altar 
of five-cent cotton.” 

Addressing the 16th annual Delta 
Day program at the experiment sta- 
tion here, Mr. Davis criticized those 
“who clamor for unrestricted produc- 
tion and resulting ruinous prices for 
American cotton,” and blame the AAA 
for declining exports. 

“Cotton exports,” he told the gath- 
ering of farmers and businessmen, 
“must be studied in the hight of sus- 
tained income to the producer and 
the maintenance of our producing 
plant, the farmers themselves, and 
their farms..” 

“It is unthinkable either to aban- 
don our exports or to sell out our cot- 
ton farmers and the fertility of our 
farms,” he said, “for a 5 or 6-cent 
price to maintain the mockery of a 
valueless export market.” 

If it came to “either extreme,” Mr. 
Davis said, “I would give up the last 
bale of our cotton export and see 
every exporter padlock his doors be- 
fore 1 would sell out the producer 
and his farm.” He said he wanted 
the “value” of the export business 
maintained, 


N. Y. $97,000,000 ‘In Red.’ 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 13.—()—

Roosevelt Decision on Road Funds 
Expected This Week by Observers 


MacDonald Is 


No Intimation Is Given as to Position He Will Take, But 
Hopeful Georgia Impasse 
May Be Broken. : 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is now expected to 
make a decision this week on whether 
he is to personally intervene in the 
Georgia highway fund é¢ontroversy or 
leave the problem to the adjustment 
of Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
and Thomas H. MacDonald, chief of 
the Bureau of Public Roads. 

While there is no intimation of 
what the chief executive's attitude 
may be, it does seem safe to predict 
that if he should decide to wash his 
hands of the muddle, leaving the agri- 
cultural department a free rein to 
act as it sees fit, the $19,000,000 
Georgia federal road fund will be 
spent through the individual counties 
and municipalities over the heads of 
the State Highway Board in keeping 
with original plans drawn by Messrs. 
Wallace and MacDonald when the im- 
passe first developed. 

Wallace Plan. 

Supporting this view, it was learned 
today, for example, steps already have 
been taken by the Department of 
Agriculture for obtaining a separate 
allocation of works relief funds with 
which to carry on the Wallace plan of 
direct dealing with the counties and 
municipalities, 

The department is reported to have 
prepared an application for an initial 
allotment of upwards of $10,000,000 
for the Georgia road program, All of 
this was done some weeks ago before 
the controversy was brought to the 
White House by members of the Geor- 
gia congressional delegation, who 
asked the President to intervene. Since 
then action on the application bas 
been deferred pending a decision by 
the President as to whether he per- 
sonally should step into the fight. 

Although Georgia already has becn 
allotted its share of the $400,000.000 
federal highway funds, if the Wallace 
plan is adopted it will be necessary to 
obtain a separate allocation of work 
relief money in order to circumveut 
provisions of the appropriations act 
relating to dealings with state highway 
boards. Such sums thus allocated from 
the four billion-dollar works relief 
fund would be charged against the 
regular highway allotment otherwise 
going to Georgia, 

MacDonald Hopeful. 

Authority for the statement that the 
President is.now expected to make a 
decision this week came from several 
private sources today, though no offi- 
cial comment was available from any 
quarter. Mr. MacDonald only would 
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say he was hopeful of developments 
within the next few days without in- 
dicating what the developments would 
be. He wes at the White House yes- 
terday, but it is not known whether 
the Georgia situation was discussed. 

Both Secretary Wallace and th 
public roads bureau chief are known 
to be prepared to recommend to the 
President that he not. intercede in 
the Georgia tangle but leave matters 
to their determination. Indeed, there 
are reasons for believing representa- 
tions to this end already have been 
made to Mr. Roosevelt. 

Representative Carl Vinson, of Mil- 
ledgeville, dean of the Georgia delega- 
tion and sponsor of the controversial 
Ball's Ferry bridge project . cated 
in his district, is also urging this 
course, and is supported in part by 
Senator Richard B. Russell Jr., and 
Representative Robert Ramspeck, who 
have said they would ‘aye the money 
being spent through the counties 
rather than held “on the hook” in- 
definitely. 

Urges Release of Funds. 

On the other hand, Representative 
Eugene Cox, of Camilla, and Repre- 
sentative Malcolm C. Tarver, of Dal- 
ton, have joined with six other mem- 
bers of the house delegation in urg- 
ing that the funds be released to 
the state board without consideration 
to Ball’s Ferry. 

Senator Walter F. George, senior 
Georgia senator, has a compromise 
proposal before the President for re- 
leasing all but enough of the state 
funds to build the disputed ferry 
bridge subject to later negotiations 
with the state board. 

In the face of these conflicting pro- 
posals and demands the President, 
some profess to believe, may decide 
to wash his bands of the whole affair 
and return the case to officials 
charged with original ‘jurisdiction— 
the Department of Agriculture. But 
on this score no one can speak au- 
thoritatively. It remains for Mr. 
Roosevelt himself to say. 

One of the reasons the administra- 
tion has been so slow to settle the 
controversy is that some of the Presi- 
dent’s advisers are uncertain as to 
the political advantage Governor Tal- 
madge may derive from the roads 
funds fight. If he is to continue to 
oppose the administration, with possi- 
bilities of entering the preferential 
primary against President Roosevelt 
next spring, some believe it would be 
better to take chances on an issue 
raised from denying the funds than 
allow him the use of the $19,000,000.

Able-bodied persons on federal re- 
lief rolls who refuse to pick cotton 
will be dropped from the rolls and 
lose their eligibility for future jobs 
with the Works Progress. Adminis- 
tration, it was announced yesterday. 

Last year 5,000 persons were sent 
into the eotton fields of Georgia 
during the picking season. A num- 
ber refused to do the work and were 
dropped from the rolls. The same 
rule is in foree this year, according 
to announcement of Miss Gay B. 
Shepperson, state administrator of 
the WPA. 

District administrators through- 
out Georgia have been instructed to 
encourage all able-bodied persons to 
accept this work where it is avail- 
able. Reports that a number of un- 
employed persons in Screvens coun- 
ty had declined this work have not 
been made fo her office, Miss Shep- 
person said. District administrators, 
she said, have been instructed to 
act in these cases without report- 
ing to her. 


PEANUT STABILIZATION 
PROPOSAL IS STUDIED 


Recommendation of Growers 
Taken Under Advisement 
by AAA Body. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(4)— 
The AAA announced today an ad- 
visory committee of peanut growers 
had recommended a plan designed to 
stabilize prices of the 1935 peanut 
crop by diverting to oil any peanuts 
which would not be absorbed in the 
regular channels of trade at “‘reason- 
able” prices. : 

The recommendations, it was said, 
have been taken under advisement in 
working out a program. hie. 
The proposed plan, said to be simi- 
lar to the diversion plan followed last 
year, would be supplementary to a 
production adjustment program for 
peanuts. Millers who entered into 
agreements with the AAA would re-

Gov. Curley, of Massachu- 
setts, Defends Solons’ At- 
tack on Persecution.

BOSTON, Aug. 13.—(#)—Baron 
Kurt yon Tippels irch, German con- 
sul general, tonight politely advised 
Massachusetts’ legislative protestants 
against German religious persecution 
to mind their own business, only to 
be told by Governor James M. Cur- 
ley they had expressed the “secret 
opinion” of most Americans. 

Von Tippelskirch had written to 
Leverett Saltonstall, speaker of the 
house of representatives, that yes- 
terday’s adoption by the house of a 
resolution protesting racial and re- 
ligious persecution in Germany was 
“unwarranted and unpardonable in- 
terference with the domestic matters 
of my country.” 

He sent a copy to the Governor 
and Curley was quick to respond. 

“Personally, I do not find my- 
self in accord with you in your Views 
with reference to the action as taken 
by the general court (legislature) of 
Massachusetts,” retorted the Gover- 
nor, “believing as I do that the pro- 
test is timely and represents an hon- 
est and open expression of the secret 
opinion of the Americans generally. 

“Massachusetts from the beginning 
of our government has been regarde 
as one place in the world in which 
the public could assemble and give 
honest expression to what they 
rightly regarded as oppression or per- 
secution upon the part of any nation 
in the world. 

“In my opinion the adoption of the 
resolution may serve a dual purpose: 

“First, in ending persecution and 
oppression and secondly, in emphasiz- 
ing in no uncertain terms, that a 
pursuance of the program that has 
been followed during the past year 
by the nazi government is abhorent 
to right-thinking women and men the 
world over and not in keeping with 
the spirit of the times and must in- 
evitably work greater injury to its 
proponents than to those against 
whom the persecution and opposition 
is directed.” 

At the same time Saltonstall trans- 
mitted a reply to the consul's protest 
in which he acknowledged the letter 
but differed “from your interpreta- 
tion of the action” taken by the 
legislature.

Tokyo Takes a Hand. 


When I visited Abyssinia last 
spring, I was surprised to see the ex- 
tent of the Japanese influence in that 
country and I was even more surpris- 

ed to learn that a close relative of 
: the Negus had just been married to a 
cousin of the Mikado and furthermore 
that Abyssinia and Japan have seven 
treaties, three of wh are secret 
Eighty per cent of Abyssinia’s foreign 
trade is in Japanese hands, Japanese 
banks have branches in Addis Ababa 
and in the central provinces the Japa- 
nese have immense cotton concessions.

Health Talk

Blindly following the lead of the 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation which is used to promote 
the editor and his friends, many un- 
sophisticated doctors have taken it as 
true’ that electro-coagulation (diather- 
my) of the tonsils leaves too much 
sear which is likely to cover up infec- 
tion and cause trouble in future. 

Some such thing may have hap- 
pened in certain cases. Unfortunate- 
ly many threat specialists have at- 
tempted to employ this method with- 
out having received proper clinical 
instruction by a master of the method, 
and inevitably their work has been 
bungled. It is hardly fair to con- 
demn a method because amateurs have 
done harm with it. A _ well-known 
medical journal was and is clearly 
prejudiced upen this question. The 
brilliant editor, himself without knowl- 
edge ur experience to speak of; un- 
dertook to decide the policy and view 
of the organized profession in the 
early days of diathermy. I was advo- 
cating it to my readers, and that was 
the loud speaker's cue to condemn it. 
Now he can’t change his attitude too 
suddenly, you see, so the dumb dvc- 
tors in the sticks, inarticulate in the 
oligarchy, still think the newfangled 
method is “dangerous” or “doesn't 
get all the tonsil” or “cause dense 
scar which covers over the focus of 
infection.” 

I can assure readers that the dia- 
thermy method of extirpating tonsils 
and adenoids is not more likely to 
leave excessive - or troublesome scar 
tissue than is the old Spanish custom, 
the guillotine and snare, or dissection. 
I challenge any physician, surgeon or 
specialist to controvert this statement. 
lll produce a case of vicious scar 
formation following standard surgical 
removal of tonsils for every case otf 
that sort the brass boys can find fol- 
lowing electro-coagulation or diather- 
my extirpation of the tonsils. For 
that matter, I'll. undertake to produce | 
official reports of fatalities following 
or in the course of the standard sur- 
gical tonsillectomy for every case of 
even unsatisfactory results from dia- 
thermy—all from the practice of good 
reputable specialists. 

I ask no pardon for dwelling on the 
scandalously high mortality of sur- 
gical tonsillectomy in the hands of 
the best physicians, surgeons or spe- 
cialists in the country. We are yet 
to hear of a fatality from diathermy

On the twenty-first day of incuba- 
tion the quail eggs are moved from 
the incubator trays to hatching trays 
here at Welaka where the chick pip 
the shell and begin to gain their feet. 
Quail, you know, are praecocial birds 
and can run about almost the minute 
they clamber out of the shell. And 
by the way, these little fellows pip 
in an interesting way. ‘They circle 
the egg shell at the large end and 
leave it whole, with a little cap. 

When the chicks are dry enough to 
move, they are transferred to electric 
brooders. These brooders are ther- 
mostatieally controlled and maintain 


a good, even heat. The little fellows 
are fed starting mash and clabber 
while in the brooders and gain strength 
rapidly. Soon they are ready to 
moved again, when they are transfer- 
red to rearing pens and allowed to 
graduate slowly to adult feeds, 


That, in bare outline, is the work 
of breeding quail. Remember that this 
is a large scale plant and that your 
work will not be so complicated. It 
will be just as exacting, however, and 
will demand every bit of the time you 
can give it. Instead of using a 6, 
egg capacity incubator, you may be 
using bantams, or a small incubator 
and brooder. There are a few points 
that must be remembered, however, 
regardless of the number of quail you 
are using. 

The cardinal principle of quail 
breeding is sanitation. Pens must 
be kept absolutely clean or you will 
haye no birds. Here at Welaka the 
water bottles are changed daily and 
sterilized. It is a standing order that 
any bottle showing the least bit of 
cloudiness or green growth is grounds 
for dismissal of the attendant respon- 
sible for their care. The birds come 
Consequently, I would 
not hesitate to drink from one of those 
bottles myself at any time. 

When the birds are fed, a long rake 
is used to Clear the sandy soil of all 
droppings, and remember that this is 
done twice daily. The chicks are kept 
on wire until they enter the holding 
pens after leaving the brooders. The 
pens are moved each year and the 
ground where they stood is broken, 
limed, and allowed to weather. Such 
precantions may. seem elaborate to 
the neophyte but take my word for 
it, they are fundamental to success 
in quail, and for that matter, all game 
bird propagation. 

Diseases and parasites are great in 
number and if you would be at all 
successful in handling the birds, you 
must realize that such decimating fac- 
tors mean the difference in success 
and failure in the work.

them and you are ruined. 

In feeding, too, remember that 
plenty of green stuff is necessary. Let- 
tuce, however expensive, must be fed, 
or you must find some acceptable sub- 
stitute such as Japan clover. Give 
them all they wiill take. Then there 
will have to be a bit of grit and echar- 
eoal also. It does no good to furnish 
food if you don’t let them have some 
grit to digest it ; :

“The Crusades” 
will thrill you with its medieval beauty 
of costume, but you won't dash out 
and order a Richard Coeur de Lion 
hat even if you're the gigolo type who 
must do just what the handsome ac- 
tors of Hollywood are doing, 


__ All of which gives us a pretty good 
idea of what pother a group of enter- 
tainment makers may talk when they 
get around to discussing their idea of 
what the profit sheets should be. And 
when censorship thrusts them neatly 
into costume, they take it and like it. 
They look back over the profit sheets 
of the past with a different ere. 
They're “In the Navy Now” so far 
as production is concerned. 


They must be content with normal 
profits and be satisfied to get rich a 
little more slowly than they did in 
the old Arabian Nights days of movie 
making, when every film was a bottle 
genit and produced, at a mere slap 
of the hands, an Aladdin’s garden of 
delights for the bewildered little men 
who started it- all.

BY METHODIST GROUPS 


Proposed Constitution To Be 
Put Before Committee 
Today. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 13.—(/)—Leaders 


of three branches of Methodism today 
completed preliminary negotiations for 
the proposed merger of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, North,.the Method- 
ist Episcopal-church, South, and the 
Methodist Protestant church. 

A “plan” committee of 15 spent the 
day at the North Shore hotel in sub- 
urban Evanston perfecting a constitu- 
tion to be put before a committee of 
45 churchmen tomorrow. 

The constitution, if acceptable to 
the committee and ratified by general 
conferences of the three denomina- 
tions, will result in a united church 
of from 7,000,000 to 8,000,000 mem- 
bers—the largest Protestant body in 
the United States. 

Church leaders expressed  confi- 
dence the merger would be approved. 

“If the merger is not approved at 
the present meeting, it probably never 
will be,” a member of the southern 
delegation asserted. 

Under the proposed constitution; it 
was reported, the united church would 
be divided inte gix regional confer- 


ences, each conference to elect a bish- |: 
op. Negro churchmen would be given | 


a conference of their own for the first 
time, reports said. 
Bishop Edwin H. Hughes, of Wash-

Jud Dailey Remembers 
Those ‘Good Old Days’ 


Old Outfielder Here, Recalls When Southern 
League Was ‘Pitchers’ League.” 


By Jimmy Jones. : 

A man who remembers the Southern league back in its roistering 
days was a visitor to the Atlanta ball park yesterday. 

His name is Jud Dailey, who used to cavort around in the outfield 
for Montgomery, when Johnny Dobbs managed that club and later under 
“Moose” McCormick, the old Giant pinch-hitter, over at Chattanooga. 

We happened to run into Mr. Dailey as he sat passing the time of 
day with Henry McCord Shaver, the Crackers’ Spanish-speaking secre- 
He had just come over from Gadsden, Ala., where he is employed 
by the Goodyear factory to recommend a few ball players to the Atlanta 


tary. 


club. 


“In those days the Southern league WAS a league,” we heard him 
say. “It was the greatest pitchers’ league this country has ever seen.” 


Henry Shaver, who was one of the 
city’s most alert young fans in the 
days when Jud Daily was roaming 
the outfield, was an attentive listener, 
Occasionally, he would put a ques- 
tion to the older outfielder and nod 
his head knowingly. 

Being interested, we hung around. 

“Yessirree, it was a pitchers’ league 
and I mean we had some pitchers,” 
Judy Dailey went on to say. 

It may be inserted here for the 
benefit of the records, that Dailey's 
tenure as a Southern league ball play- 
er extended from 1907, when he broke 
in with Montgomery, until 1916 when 
he finished up with Chattanooga, ex- 
clusive of three years spent with the 
Brooklyn club, where he was a team- 
mate of Nap Rucker, the mayor of 
Roswell. 

SOME PITCHERS! 

He called this period. the “golden 
era” of pitchers in the Southern 
league. 

“Maybe it wasn’t tough for a young 
fellow to get a base hit in those days. 

“When I broke in there wefe 
pitchers like Glenn Liebhardt at 

Memphis; ‘Slim’ Sallee, Wil- 

helm and ‘Rip’ Ragan at Bir- 

mingham; Wild Bill Bailey and 

‘Lefty’ Jewell at Montgomery; 

Tom Fisher down at Mobile and 

several others that were mighty 

tough to hit. 

“Later on, there came along such 
fellows as Harry Coveleskie at Uhat- 
tanooga, Burleigh Grimes at Birming- 
ham, a spitter; Russell Ford, the dis- 
eoverer of the ‘emory’ or ‘shine ball’ 
at Atlanta; Theodore’ Breitenstein, 
Otto Hess, Jim Bagby and Buck 
Weaver at New Orleans; Bert Max- 


well at Montgomery; ‘Lefty’ Graham, | 


‘Pop Boy’ Smith, Jack Lively, Rube | 


Yeller, Rube Kissinger and lots of 
others. Yessir, this was a pitchers’ 
league and managers never worried 
about relief pitchers. They didn’t 
need ’em.” 
“LIVELY TIME.” 

Jud Dailey faced a lot of these 
pitchers and he had some interesting 
stories to tell about them. One ot 
the best of these dealt with Jack 
Lively, a teammate of his in those 
days. And how he almost created & 
riot at old Piedmont park one day 
by singing “Marching rough Geor- 
ia.” 

“Jack Lively was a gréat big, 
rawboned fellow from Joppa, 
Ala., and a spit-ball pitcher. He 
later went up to Detroit and 
stayed there a spell. He was 4i- 
ways thinking up something to 
pull on the fans. I'll never for- 
get the time he almost got us all 
killed, 

“He got it into his head one day 


that the way to get the Atlanta fans’ 


goat was to sing ‘Marching Through 
Georgia’: while warming up in_ the 
bull pen. He thought it was a clever 
stunt. Well. by the time several po- 
licemen pulled the Cracker fans oft 
him it wasn't so funny. Those Geor-

‘SUSAN PROBLEM 


Government Sets Shoulders 
To Task of Stabilizing 
Freak Money. 


MOSCOW, Aug: 13.—(4)—The s0- 
viet government ‘has set its shoulders 
to the task of giving its freak ruble 
a fixed purchasing value. 

To acvomplish this it must make 
alterations that pierce to the roots ol 
its economie structure. It is a proct- 
ess which cannot be completed in 
weeks, or even months. 

First of all there must be a work- 
able balance between wages and prices 
on the general market, at present far 
out of proportion. The government 15

Just now the ruble—the paper ruble 
is differing from the “gold” ruble 
quoted here at 1.13 to the dollar— 
is an almost indefinable quantity.

Meat may cost five rubles or more &a 
pound, Butter costs 12 rubles a pound 
and bread three rubles a loaf.

Stanley was born in Wales, 
and was baptized under the name of 
James Rowlands; but he had gone 
to New Orleans as a cabin boy and 
there had been adopted by Henry 
Morton Stanley, whose name he took. 

On January 6, 1871, . Stanley 
reached the island of Zanzibar, off 
the southeast coast of Africa. There 
he made ready to go with a party of 
natives into the wild lands where he 
hoped to locate Livingstone. | 

Stanley had had many adventures 
during his life as a reporter; but his 
first trip into little-known parts of 
Africa was to be the most famous of 
his career. People who read news- 
papers “back home” wondered whether 
he would find the daring Scoten ex- 
plorer.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 15.—()— 
Cotton slumped around 75 cents a bale 
today as reports that needed show- 
ers were falling in Texas and Okla- 
homa, brought light offerings into the 
market. At the close, active options 


were from 15 to 19 points lower. 

The heat wave that has gripped 
Texas and Oklahoma for some time 
was broken last night when showers 
were reported in widely scattered 
areas of the Lone Star State and 
parts of the cotton-growing region of 
Oklahoma. This bearish news was 
immediately translated into lower 
prices, and active futures were below 
the previous close for the entire ses- 
sion. Lower cables also aided the 
decline as the market opened off a 
few points. 

Hedge selling made its appearance 
in increasing volume today as pur- 
chasers of new crop cotton hedged 
their holdings in the futures market. 
As soon as the new crop begins to 
move in volume, hedge pressure al- 
ways appears and many in the trade 
are wondering how the present “un- 
pegged” market will meet these of- 
ferings. 

Final prices were also the lows for 
the day as October closed at 10.88, 
December at 10.73, January at 10.71, 
and May at 10.72. In the spot mar- 
ket Ts lost $1.25 a bale, drop- 
ping to 11.20 for middling at New Or- 
leans. 

Now that the market has been tem- 
porarily turned loose from govern- 
ment control, traders are beginning to 
take cognizance of the inherent tech- 
nical strength existing in the market 
itself. . Daily market letters stress the 
abnormally low supply of free cotton 
which coupled with the government’s 
announcement that it did not intend 
to sell its 5,000,000 bales under 12 3-4 
cents, tends to restrict bearish offer- 
ings at this time. 

Rains in the two important western 
states, which, according to the Au- 
gust 1 estimate, are responsible for 
2,000,000 .bales of the increase as 
compared with a year ago, was con- 
bearish. For some 
time reports have reached the ring 
that the crop in these sections was 
two or three weeks late, but the 
present showers are said to have gone 
far toward alleviating this situation. 

Spot sales continue to run a little 
ahead of last year. After many weeks 
of somnolent dealings the spot centers 
of Memphis, Fort Worth, Dallas and 
Houston report increasing sales every 
day as new cotton arrives.

Bursting of power Dam 
Sends. Wall of Water 
Across 43 Square Miles. 


TURIN, Italy, Aug. 13.—()—Es- 
timates that more than 600 persons— 
possibly 1,000—miay have perished in 
the bursting of a hydroelectric dam 
in the vicinity of the Alessandrian 
town of Ovada were made tonight by 
rescue workers. 

The raging flood waters, pouring 
through. the shattered dam on the 
swollen Orba river, laid waste an area 
of 43 sqhare miles in the vicinity of 
Ovada today. ‘ 

A vast volume of water, stored .up 
by mountain storms, swept over the 
countryside, washing away scores of 
homes, wiping out small factories and 
crumbling a half dozen railroad and 
highway bridges. 

No Definite Toll. 


_ ‘The rescue workers, troops and po- 
lice, who were rushed with supplies 
to the stricken are from the city of 
Alessandria, said they .could eompute 
no definite toll of the dead until day- 
light. 

Scores of injured were given emer- 
gency treatment at hospitals and first 
aid stations and~others, made home- 
less by the sudden flood, spent the 
night in makeshift shelters. 

Destruction of the hydroelectric 
power station at the dam threw the 
area into darkness, adding to the 
havoc. Power service over a wide area 
was disrupted. 

The catastrophe descended on the 
hapless countryside with tragic sud- 
denness. The first warning was a ter- 
rific roar like that of thunder rolling 
in the surrounding mountains, as the 
dam collapsed. 

Wall of Water. 


Then a great wall of water rolled 
down from the river, engulfing towns 
and villages. First reports said. 100 
inhabitants were drowned in Ovada 
alore—a town of about 10.000. 

In the absence of more definite in- 
formation, police tentatively placed 


‘the number of homes destroyed at 


“more ‘than 100,” and said scores of 
others were wrecked beyond hope of 
répair. 
Inhabitants of Ovada and the neigh- 
boring villages of Rocca, Grimalda. 
Casalto and Cermelli fled for their 
lives before the sudden wall of water. 
Scores were homeless and although the 
waters were receding tonight, they 
sought shelter in the open, fearing to 
return to their inundated dwellings. 
Terrific Detonation. 
_ The only warning to the unsuspect- 
ing countryside that the dyke had 
broken was a terrific detonation. which 
om townspeople took for a thunder- 
clap. c 
The dyke, erected three years ago 
across the river for the maintenance 
of a hydroelectric station, impounded 
the waters for a lake about six miles 
in length. 
As the flood surged onward. the 
bodies of humans. the carcasses.of an- 
imals and the debris from wrecked 
dwellings could be seen in the power- 
ful current. 
Many clung desperately to the roofs 
of their houses, waving frantically 
for help until their homes collapsed 
beneath them. 
One railroad bridge was washed 
out only eight minutes after a passen- 
ger train had passed over it and three 
other bridges were destroyed, includ- 
ing the main provincial highway span. 
The victims were mostly women 
and children who were trapped in 
aoeal homes at the time of the dis- 
aster.

POLITICS HINDERS 
STATE, SAYS HERTY 


Noted Chemist Asserts Geor- 
_ SAVANNAH, Ga., Aug. 13—(P)— 


Declaring that “too much politics” 
was Georgia's worst defect. at the 


_} present time, Dr. Charles H. Herty, 


director of the Savannah pine paper 
laboratory, said in an address here 
tonight, “until the people get interest- 
ed in other things besides politics, 
the state’s progress will he hindered.” 

Dr. Herty said, “we in Georgia 
have adopted a spirit of isolation on 
national matters, and have failed to go 
out and get the larger national view- 
point.” 

The noted chemist, who is an 
alumnus of the University of Geor- 
gia, declared that even on the campus 
at the university, politics is the fore- 
most topic of discussion. “The people 
of ‘Georgia have been entirely too 
mixed up in their own politics and 
have not studied the affairs of the 
nation along the new lines of thought,” 
Dr. Herty said. 

Georgians are not receiving “high 
calls,” from the President, not be- 
cause of any prejudices on the part 
of the chief executive, but because 
the basic fact underlying it-all is 
that as a whole “ we are not familiar 
with the problems of government,” 


he said, 

' “Take the UnWersity of North Car- 
olina way back when I was a boy,” 
said Dr. Herty. “On the campus na- 
tional problems were debated, each 
student gave.deep thought to them, 
and consequently. today look at the 
large number of those same boys, 
who are holding prime positions 1p 
the government.”
